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ao Emerges From 
onth Absence 


T O K Y O (AP)—Communist Chinese leader Mao Tze-tung 
emerged today 
from a six-month absence from public view to meet with an Albanian government 
delegation led by Premier Mehmet Shehu. 


The Communist New China 
News 
Agency 
reported 
the 
meeting. Mao's long period in 
apparent seclusion had resulted 
in speculation that he was seri- 
ously ill. 


The meeting with the Albani- 


ans, reported also by Peking 
radio, was the first official word 
from Red China that Mao had 
attended a public function since 
Nov. 26, when he met a Cambo- 
dian 
military 
delegation 
in 
Shanghai. 


The report today did not say 
where or when Mao met with 
the Albanians, Red China's only 
European Communist allies in 
the 
Peking-Moscow 
struggle. 
Shehu's delegation arrived in 
China late last month for the 
May Day celebrations in Pe- 
king, went on a tour and re- 
turned to the capital Sunday. 


Mao, now 72, did not attend 
the annual May Day review in 
Peking. The 
Chinese 
govern- 
ment denied the rumors abroad 
that he was seriously ill or even 
dead, 
and 
a 
non-Communist 
source in New York reported 
last week that the Chinese lead- 
er had been at the airport in 
Peking Feb. 28 to say goodbye 
to ex-President Kwame Nkru- 
mah of Ghana. The source said 
Mao appeared to be in good 
health. 


Another Peking leader long 
out of 
the 
public eye 
also 
emerged with Mao for the Al- 
banians' visit. He was Defense 
Minister Lin Piao, vice chair- 
man of the Central Committee 
of the Chinese Communist par- 
ly, for whom a public appear- 
ance had not been reported in a 
year. 


The New China News Agency 
said Lin, along with Premier 
Chou En-lai were present at the 
meeting. It added that Mao also 
gave a banquet for the Albanian 
visitors. 


SAYS 
RAILROAD 
MERGER 
VITAL 
TO UNION PACIFIC 


CHICAGO (AP) - E.H. Bail- 
ey, Union Pacific Railroad pres- 
ident, says that merger with the 
Rock Island Lines is vital to 
continued successful operation 
of his railroad. 


Bailey told an Interstate Com- 
merce 
Commission 
hearing 
Monday that the Union Pacific 
must find new ways to improve 
its service if it is to stop in- 
roads which he said had been 
made in the carrier's transcon- 
tinental traffic. 


The ICC hearing is concerned 
with Union Pacific's proposal to 
merge with the financially trou- 
bled Rock Island and a counter- 
proposal by the Chicago and 
North Western Railway to ac- 
quire stock control of the 7,800- 
mile line. 


A Union Pacific-Rock Island 
merger would give the Union 
Pacific entry to St. Louis and 
Chicago, gateways to Eastern 
territory which the UP says it 
needs to compete for transcon- 
tinental traffic.

Wider Than 
Suspected

T O K Y O (AP)—Communist China's announcement 
Monday of its third nuclear explosion strongly indicates 
that the wave of dissidence on the mainland may be 
deeper and more widespread than suspected abroad. 
(Additional accounts of test on inside page.) 


The gravity of the "antiparty, 
antisocialist" movement within 
China — now apparently the 
subject of a purge on a scale 
exceeding that of the "antiright- 
ist" campaign of 1957 — was 
pointed up by the repeated ref- 
erence in the nuclear test an- 
nouncement 
of the "thought" 
and leadership of China's 72- 
year-old party Chairman Mao 
Tze-tung. 


The statement said the com- 
plete success of the explosion 
was ensured by the fact that the 
scientists, technicians, military, 
workers 
and 
others 
involved 
held high Mao's banner 
and 
"gave prominence to politics," 
creatively studied Mao's works 
and followed his policies. 
It 
called the feat a "great victory 
for Mao Tze-tung's thought." 


In exposing both "antiparty" 
individuals and those who have 
merely strayed from the correct 
path, the Chinese have empha- 
sized that the culprits have ei- 
ther opposed or misinterpreted 
Mao's writings and thinking. 


The use of Mao's name in the 
statement on the latest bomb 
test, a practice which was not 
followed in China's announce- 
ments of two previous tests, ap 
peared to be a further effort to 
rally wavering elements around 
the Communist party 
leader- 
ship. 


The purge campaign now ap- 
pears to be centered around the 
top Chinese Communist newspa- 
perman, Teng To, former edi- 
tor-in-chief and director of the 
official party organ, the Peking 
People's Daily. 


He has been denounced as an 
enemy of the state, an accusa- 
tion in which punishment of a 
severe nature is implicit. 


Involved with Teng is the vice 
mayor of Peking, Wu Han, a 
historian. This, and simultane- 
ous attacks on two Peking party 
newspapers by the Liberation 
Army Daily and the Kwang- 
ming Daily, has led to specula- 
tion that the whole Communist 
party structure of the Chinese 
capital has been indicted.

Urges Power

BOSTON (AP) — The chair- 
man of the Federal Power Com- 
mission told the power indusrtry 
today it should heed recent de- 
velopments in the automobile 
and drug industries and make 
prompt improvements in such 
areas as air and stream pollu- 
tion. 


Lee C. White, in a speech to 
the American Public Power As- 
sociation, said the public and 
its elected representatives have 
already begun to insist that the 
industry take steps to: 


—Improve the aesthetic as- 
pects of electric power facili- 
ties. 


—Minimize the air polluting 
and stream polluting effects of 
electric power production. 


—Develop fully the 
scenic 
and recreational potential of 
hydroelectric projects on the 
nation's navigable streams. 


Small Business Unit 
Nominee Knows Área

WASHINGTON (AP) — Presi- 
dent Johnson's nominee to head 
the Small Business Administra- 
tion was born in a small town, 
went to a small college and 
spent much of his life as a small 
businessman. 


But Bernard L. Boutin's fami- 
ly is anything but small. He and 
his wife, Alice, have 10 children. 


"They're a lot of fun," Boutin, 
42, said with a laugh as he 
proudly displayed a large fami- 
ly portrait in his office. 


Beside the Boutin family pic- 
ture is a photograph of the 
Johnson family, inscribed with 
personal 
greetings 
from 
the 
President and Mrs. Johnson. 


"I have a very ^ood relation- 
ship with the President," Boutin 
said in an interview. "I intend 
to operate the SBA with a free 
hand — but my boss is the Pres- 
ident." 


Johnson announced the nomi- 
nation Sunday. Senate confir- 
mation is required. 


The 
stocky, 
square-jawed 
Boutin was brought into the 
government by President John 
F. Kennedy in 1961 and earned a 
reputation as a hard-nosed ad- 
ministrator 
while serving 
as 


head of the General Services 
Administration and, for the past 
seven 
months, 
as 
deputy 
director of the Office of Eco- 
nomic Opportunity, the antipov- 
erty organization. 


Many sources agree, however, 
that Boutin will have his work 
cut out for him in the SBA, 
which 
has 
been 
without 
a 
director since last fall and has 
cut back some loan programs. 


"We've 
just 
been 
floating 
along," said one SBA official 
who did not want to be named. 
"Everybody's been a little re- 
luctant to do anything." 


Boutin said he's "small busi- 
ness oriented. I owned them 
most of my adult life in New 
Hampshire and even started my 
own business from scratch. 


"I know what it is to meet a 
payroll, to try to borrow money 
and how hard it is to establish 
lines of credit," he said. 


A native of Belmont, N.H., 
Boutin attended St. Michael's 
college in Winooski, Vt. Most of 
his 
business 
experience 
was 
gained in Laconia, N.H., where 
he served two terms as mayor 
and was a partner in an insur- 
ance agency, a real ¿state firm 
and a variety store. 


Sen. R. Kennedy 
Predicts Latin 
\merican Revolt 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Sen. 
Robert F. Kennedy says Latin- 
American problems cannot be 
solved without land redistribu- 
tion and education — causes he 
says the United States should 
champion. 


"Land reform is the essence 
of human dignity and democra- 
cy in Latin America," the New 
York Democrat said Monday in 
a Senate speech. 


Kennedy predicted "a revolu- 
tion is coming" in Latin Ameri- 
ca and said the United States 
can affect its character, but not 
its inevitability. 


He urged a cooperative effort 
between the Alliance for Prog- 
ress and all nations of the West- 
ern Hemisphere which will re- 
quire "revolutionary changes in 
the economic, social and politi- 
cal systems 
of every 
Latin- 
American nation." 


Kennedy said 70 per cent of 
the people control less than 4 
per cent of the land in Latin 
America, while 90 per cent of 
the continent's land is controlled 
by only 4 per cent of the land- 
owners. 


"The 
dispossessed 
and 
the 
landless will not strive and sac- 
rifice to improve land they do 
not own, in whose proceeds they 
do not share," he said. 


The United States can help 
with the redistribution, he said, 
with money and technology for 
training, schools, personnel and 
equipment 
to improve 
Latin- 
American agriculture. 


Kennedy predicted the coming 
revolution "will be peaceful if 
we are wise enough; compas- 
sionate if we care enough; suc- 
cessful 
if 
we 
are 
fortuuate 
enough."

Gemini and its Agena target 
satellite one hour, 29 minutes 
apart. 


Wednesday Gemini 9 will go 
through a simulated flight — 
where it is counted down for 
three practice liftoffs. Equip- 
ment in the spaceship and on 
the ground which will be used 
during early phases of the ac- 
tual flight will be checked out. 


Preparations continued for a 
noon (EST) liftoff Wednesday 
for a scientific satellite called 
Atmospheric 
Explorer. 
The 
spacecraft, a shiny ball weigh- 
ing 495 pounds, is scheduled to 
ride a Delta rocket into an egg- 
shaped orbit ranging from 170 to 
750 miles above the earth to 
study the chemistry of the up- 
per atmosphere.

"I will be a good thing for 
the community if the general 
hospital gives not only psychi- 
atric care but a positive leader 
ship in mental health for the 
community itself. 


"The ultimate object of all 
this...is 
to 
make 
psychiatric 
treatment available as soon as 
needed with as little as possi- 
ble interruption of normal, pro- 
ductive living."

chards on high ground. 


In the strawberry belt from 
Union 
County 
to 
Effingham, 
growers said frost may have 
caused considerable damage to 
what was expected to have been 
a bumper crop. 


Some growers in the Centralia 
area estimated up to 75 per cent 
of the berry harvest was lost. 


Robert 
Long, 
Montgomery 
County 
farm 
adviser, 
said 
wheat, corn and the legumes— 
especially alfalfa and clover— 
evidently survived the cold.

Has Money To Burn - 
$28 Million One Day 


By JOSEPH R. COYNE 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Give 
Edwin A. Leforte $28 million 
and what does he do with it? He 
burns it. 


He does it for a living. 
Monday he did away with $28 
million. "It ran a little low," he 
said. His daily total usually runs 
around $31 million — sometimes 
as much as $50 million. 


"People seem to get excited 
about it but it's just so much 
work. It doesn't mean a thing to 
us," said the gray-haired Treas- 
ury Department employe. "It's 
just a daily grind; there's noth- 
ing to it." 


Leforte is chairman of what is 
known as the Destruction Com- 
mittee. His main job is to super- 
vise the burning of worn-out 
paper money in two huge fur- 
naces in the sub-basement of a 
government building where a 
tight security guard is main- 
tained night and day. 


When Leforte and his men 
finish their work, only smoke 
and granulated ash are left. 


The ashes are sifted to make 
certain no particles of bills re- 
main. Fine mesh screen covers 
the chimney top to prevent any 
burning 
bills or ashes 
from 
flying out. 


Worn-out bills are removed 
from circulation by the Federal 
Reserve banks around the coun- 
try. The Treasury estimates the 
average life of $1 bills at 18 
months, with the life span ad- 
vancing for bills of larger de- 
nominations 
to 
almost 
nine 
years for $50 bills. 


The reserve banks cut the tat- 
tered bills in half horizontally 
and perforate them with a spe- 
cial stamp before they are sent 
to Washington. A careful audit 
is made before they are sent to 
Leforte and his men. 


Then — poof! And up go the 
millions in smoke.

Such a giveaway is not unprece- 
l .dented. The Department of Defense. 
J -which administers about half of the

agencies that spend money on research 
—the National Aeronautics and Space 
Administration, 
the Atomic 
Energy 
Commission,

ment — keep discoveries in the public 
domain so that anyone can make use 
of them without charge. 


The latter practice should be estab- 
lished as public policy to which all fed- 
eral agencies, including the Defense 
Department, would have to conform. 
Moving in the opposite direction to- 
ward private monopoly of inventions 
made under the umbrella of federal 
subsidy cannot be justified. This give- 
away bill is expected to get through 
the Judiciary Committee with little 
trouble, but it ought to be stopped on 
the floor of the Senate.

A Washington columnist 
reports 
• that bitterness occasioned by the Viet- 
'wUam controversy has caused Senator 
Fulbright to stop speaking to Defense 
Secretary McNamara. If true, this is 
quite disturbing. At a time when the 
nation is divided on Asian policy, the 
maturity to continue civil communica- 
tion is even more important than in 
less dfficult periods. 


Through the years, little of value 
has resulted from one person's refusal 
to speak to another. About the best 
thing to be said for this state of 
affairs is the rather negative comment 
that silence is better than name call- 
iûg. In the area of national govern- 


ment, and particularly when so serious 
a matter as conduct of a war is involv- 
ed, this is not enough. It is imperative 
that all routes to discusson and un- 
derstanding be kept open. 


If Mrs. Smith and Mrs. Jones down 
the block do not speak, it is unimpor- 
tant; they are not helping to run the 
nation. Senator Fulbright and Secre- 
tary McNamara are. Let us hope each 
of them will remember that men of 
sincere good will and intent are found 
on both sides of the controversy. The 
problems to be solved are complex. 
The utmost in emotional maturity as 
well as knowledge and judgment will 
he required to solve them.

WASHINGTON (NEA)—Some- 
times relocating a South Viet- 
namese hamlet pays off. 


In 
one 
month 
recently, 
in 
rural Quar.g Due Province on 
the Cambodian border, six Viet 
Cong guerrillas walked in and 
gave themselves up. 


Now that 
isn't 
very 
many 
guerrillas in the over-all war. 


But it amazed men in Quang 
Due because, before that, only 
one VC had come in every two 
or three months. 


What interested the officials in 
this border province was 
the 
reason these Viet Cong gave for 
quitting the fight. 


Before, they said, they'd been 
operating as guerrillas in the 
hills close to their families. They 
could come in secretly now and 
then, have a meal and see their 
families and friends—spend the 
night. 


Now that their hamlets were 
being moved, they couldn't do 
this any more without too great 
a risk. 


The new hamlets were close 
in to government troops. They 
were further away from where 
their VC units were operating. 
Therefore, they had to dodge 
more government patrols to get 
home. 


These VC had talked to their 
families, they said, and 
their 
families had persuaded them to 
come in and give 
themselves 
up. (The families had said, too, 
that the new farmland looked 
good.)

Several 
provinces

of 
Saigon likewise have reported a 
step-up in VC defectors. 


These former VC reported that 
in previous years the Viet Cong 
recruits had been sent to units 
in 
their 
home 
neighborhoods. 
They weren't sent out of 
the 
province. They could often go 
home at night. 


But, these young men 
said, 
the new VC recruiting that they 
had been caught in was of a 
different type. They had been 
ordered to move into units in 
central Viet Nam, a long way 
from their homes. They 
were 
not about to go off so far from 
their families. So they deserted. 


Some 
of tk 
men 
captured 
from 
the 
North 
Vietnamese 
southern 
expeditionary 
army 
have complained strongly about 
having been taken too far from 
their families. Some with fami- 
lies in the south have deserted 
because of their loneliness. 


In past years, Viet Cong re- 
cruiters have had one edge on 
the government's agents. These 
VC could argue that if the gov- 
ernment's army took the youth, 
he'd be carted away from his 
family to fight and die away 
from home. 


The VC, by contrast, promised 
the young man he could fight as 
a guerrilla :'1 his own district, 
get home regularly to see his 
family. 


But this is now changing in 
parts of South Viet Nam. 


This love of home and family 
offers an effective way to step 
up the number of Viet 
Cong 
deserters.

WASHINGTON 
(AP)-So 
far 
in 1966 the two biggest 
argu- 
ments are over the war in Viet 
Nam and the danger of infla- 
tion. They are not unrelated. 


The 
more 
the 
government 
spends on war, the more profits, 
prices and wages are affected. 
Without the war, inflation might 
seem more remote. 


President Johnson, trying to 
play cautious on how far to go 
with the war and how far to go 
to prevent inflation, is making 
people sore in both cases. 


Instead of asking for a tax 
boost as a major anti-inflation 
move, he has asked labor and 
business to take it easy. 


Easy 
means 
keeping 
down 
prices and big wage demands. 
These are his guidelines, volun- 
tary action, requested of both 
sides. 


But there are arguments on 
all sides: There should be direct 
government controls on prices 
and wages; there should be a 
tax increase without other con- 
trols; neither controls nor taxes 
are needed. 


A few things that 
happened 
last 
week 
show 
the 
divided 
thinking, if not confusion. 


Gardner Ackley, chairman of 
the President's Council of Eco- 
nomic Advisers, asked whether 
it wasn't time for business to 
pant a little less about profits. 


He asked: "Does anyone im- 
agine that labor v/ill continue to 
show moderation in its 
wage 
demands when prices and profit 
margins 
are 
continually 
ris- 
ing?" 


But—many recent wage 
set- 
tlements have substantially ex- 
ceeded the guideline suggested 
for labor, that wage increases 
should be limited to 3.2 percent 
a year. Labor spokesmen 
are 
not satisfied with the guideline 
idea. 


One 
complaint 
they 
make: 
The guideline puts a suggested 
lid on workers while leaving the 
gate open for business profits, 
stock dividends and corporation 
executives' salaries. 


Businessmen complain 
John- 
son's guideline for them is fed- 
eral interference in free enter- 
prise. Some have expressed fear 
the temporary restraint 
might 
become permanent. 


Right 
behind 
Ackley 
came 
William McChesney Martin Jr., 
chairman 
of the Federal 
Re- 
serve Board which is not under 
Johnson's 
thumb 
like 
the 
Council of Economic Advisers. 


Martin 
didn't plead 
for re- 
straint. He said a tax increase 
on corporations and individuals 
is needed now as an anti-infla- 
tionary weapon. 


Then right behind came the 
secretary of the treasury, Hen- 
ry 
H. Fowler, 
a member 
of 
Johnson's Cabinet. He raised a 
blinker 
light 
against 
Martin's 
call for a tax increase now. 


His argument: The economic 
trends are still so unclear that a 
tax increase might be an "over- 
cure," at least now. 


For 
weeks the Johnson 
ad- 
ministration has been hemming 
and hawing about the need for a 
tax 
boost, 
putting 
off 
any 
thought of action on it until in- 
flation 
seems more 
ominously 
close, if it gets closer. 


Since this is a congressional 
election 
year Johnson 
doesn't 
have to have a political psychol- 
ogist tell him that a tax in- 
crease is not likely to make vot- 
ers happy. 


But Johnson has a 
seldom- 
used 21-man Advisory Commit- 
tee on Labor-Management Poli- 
cy. He told it "disquieting signs 
are beginning to appear." 


He called on it for 
advice, 
saying: 
"I 
want 
you to 
ask 
yourselves: If you were presi- 
dent, what would you do?"

Some Descendants of Adam 


Have Extra Ribs Attached

Whether or not Adam had one 
less rib than Eve is a moot 
question. There is, however, no 
doubt that some of his numerous 
descendants have an extra rib 
attached to one of the vertebrae 
of 
the 
neck. 
Such ribs 
are 
small but often large 
enough 
to 
cause 
symptoms 
because 
they press on nerves and blood 
vessels in the region. 


These cervical ribs are usually 
seen only on one side and are 
found more often in women than 
in men. They do not, as a rule, 
start to cause trouble until after 
the possessor has come of age. 
The victim complains that her 
arm on the affected side feels 
weak, heavy or numb and that 
she has a pain in the neck which 
is aggravated by movements of 
her head and grows worse to- 
ward the end of the day. 


Some persons with this 
de- 
velopmental 
abnormality 
are 
thought to have arthritis or a 
slipped disk in the neck until an 
X ray reveals the true cause of 
the trouble. If the symptoms are 
mild, 
heat 
aid 
pain-relieving 
drugs may be used but, if the 
symptoms are severe, the cervi- 
cal rib must be removed.

Then I take water pills 
and am normal for about 10 
days. Then the cycle starts all 
over again. I have been to two 
doctors but neither can find any 
cause for the 
swelling. 
What 
do you think? 


A — There are so many causes 
of edema (waterlogging) that it 
is often hard to find the cause 
in a given instance. If the more 
obvious causes, such as heart 
and kidney disease, have been 
ruled out, you should go through 
one of the large medical clinics 
attached to a teaching hospital. 


Q — When a person 
takes 
Mercuhydrin for fluid accumula- 
tion in the body, must this treat- 
ment be continued indefinitely? 
Can a weak heart cause loss 
of appetite and vomiting? 


A—Some forms of edema can 
be successfully treated but, if 
the underlying cause cannot be 
removed, the treatment must be 
continued for life. If you have 
congestive heart failure, which 
would account for your edema, 
it could indeed spoil your ap- 
petite. The stomach is such a 
sensitive organ that almost any 
severe illness may be associated 
with vomiting.

Of all the humiliations the Celestial Empire 
suffered in the 19th century, the worst was 
defeat by the "dwarfs from beyond the East- 
ern Sea." In 1894, newly industrialized Japan 
launched war, quickly showing herself the 
most rapacious of all the wolves circling China. 


This set off a new scramble for concessions 
and "spheres of influence." Fearful of the 
commercial 
consequences 
if 
China 
were 
carved up into colonies, the United States in 
1900 enunciated the principle of the "Open 
Door." Though essentially an extension of the 
most-favored-nation c l a u s e s 
guaranteeing 
equal rights of exploitation to all powers, it 


voiced America's desire to preserve China as 
a territorial and political entity. For this, 
China was grateful 


By this time, it was quite clear to many 
Chinese that their country was doomed unless 
it rapidly modernized. They gained the sup- 
port of the well-intentioned but weak Emperor 
Kuang Hsu. In 1898, over a period of three 
months, he issued decrees reforming the civil 
service examinations, streamlining the govern- 
ment, establishing Western-type schools, banks 
and industries and modernizing the army. 


The "Hundred Days' Reform" was nullified 
as quickly as it had begun. For the real power 
behind the throne was the emperor's aunt, 
the foreign-hating Dowager Empress Tz'u Hsi. 
She imprisoned Kuang Hsu and executed 
many of the reform leaders. 


As if in answer to her prayers, there had 
arisen in north China an antiforeign, grass- 


roots movement called the Society of Right« 
eous and Harmonious Fists—"Boxers" to the 
West. Believing themselves immune to bul- 
lets, they massacred thousands of Chinese 
Christians and hundreds of the hated mission- 
aries who disturbed the spirits of the land 
with their ugly churches. They tore down 
telegraph lines and dug up the railroad tracks 
that desecrated the graves of their ancestors. 


In June 1900, the Boxers lay seige to the 
foreign legations in Peking while Tz'u Hsi, 
violating both Confucian and international 
morality, looked on approvingly. "The for- 
eigners are like fish in the stew pan," she said. 


After 55 days, an allied rescue force of 20,- 
000 troops r e a c h e d Peking, which they 
promptly plundered, and heavy indemnities 
were levied against the now doomed Manchus.

AP Movie-Television Writer 
LONDON (AP) — Every night 
at 9, a Rolls-Royce draws up in 
front of the Colony Club on 
Berkeley Square and outsteps a 
legendary figure, George Raft. 


He is wearing his working 
clothes: dapper suit, striped tie, 
graying hairpiece. Raft is going 
to work not as an actor, which 
is how he earned his fame in 25 
years of Hollywood movies. 


Nor is he working as a danc- 
er, which is how he began his 
career in show business. 


George Raft is back in the 
gambling business, which has 
provided livelihood — and occa 
sional 
disaster 
— at 
times 
throughout his adult life. 


The Colony Club is one of the 
many posh places thriving on 
the tourist trade and the swing- 
ing Britons of the new, illumi- 
nated — turned-on — isles, 
There is talk here that London 
has outstripped Las Vegas as 
the gambling capital of the 
world, at least in the quality of 
the high rollers. Games of $100,- 
000 are nightly occurrences, it is 
reported. 


Raft listens to the rattle of the 
dice, the whirring of the roulette 
ball with the casual assurance 
of a bobby hearing the sounds of 
traffic. He is back in his ele- 
ment, and in it he looks good 


"What am I doing here?" he 
said. "Well, I just walk around, 
talk to people, keep them hap- 
py. Maybe console them if they 
have dropped a few on the ta- 
bles. It makes them feel better. 


"They usually ask me about 
flipping that half-dollar. I tell 
them it was really a nickel, 
which is what it was.

The coin was flipped by Raft 
in "Scarface," the 1931 film that 
lifted him out of the ranks of 
night club dancers.

NEW YORK (AP) — Many 
insurance companies are gird- 
ing for the July 1 advent of 
medicare. It can affect their 
business in three ways: 


First, health and hospitaliza- 
tion policies now in effect for at 
least 10 million Americans over 
65 will lose much of their appeal 
and are now in process of being 
updated. Involved is a total of a 
billion dollars a year in premi- 
ums. 


Second, new supplementary 
policies to cover costs that me- 
dicare doesn't are being offered 
by a number of insurance com- 
panies both to the elderly now 
covered privately and those who 
aren't but whose interest is 
aroused by the advent of medi- 
care. 


Third, at least 16 insurance 
companies and 32 Blue Shield 
plans will become contractors to 
the government in the operation 
of medicare. They will deter- 
mine reasonable doctor charges 
and pay these fees under the 
rules laid out by the Social Se- 
curity Administration under the 
second part of medicare —Plan 
B- 


Plan A c o v e r s 
hospitali- 
zation. Plan B —to which the 
elderly must contribute $3 a 
month — reimburses them for 
many medical expenses, not 
included in Plan A. 


After the insurance compa- 
nies pay the doctors, hospitals, 
and others, they will collect 
from the Social Security Admin- 
istration. 


In addition, the 76 Blue Cross 
—Blue Shield operations in the 
nation, with 5.7 million subscri- 
bers, will offer some medicare 
supplements, both in and out of 
the hospitals. 


Although most insurance com- 
panies with existing 
hospital 
and 
health 
policies 
are 
preparing new plans after medi- 
care starts, some will push 
them hard while others will not. 
The latter will let present sub- 
scribers take the modified poli- 
cies but won't go after new busi- 
tl6SS 


Pushing for new sales to sup- 
plement medicare, which covers 
most but not all medical ex- 
penses, will be such companies 
as Equitable Life Assurance 
Society of the United States, 
Aetna Life & Casualty, Conti- 
nental Casualty. The more pas- 
sive approach will be taken by 
Bankers Life & Casualty, Met- 
ropolitan Life Insurance, and 
Mutual of Omaha. Some others 
are expected to get out of the 
field altogether as likely to be 
unprofitable after the govern- 
ment steps in.

Seek Repairs 
Of Russ Ship In 
San Francisco 


SAN FRANCISCO (AP) - A 
Russian ship captain, seeking to 
make engine 
repairs in San 
Francisco Bay, agreed 
Mon- 
day night to a Coast Guard in 
spection to verify his claim that 
an emergency exists. 


Only last Friday, Henry H. 
Fowler, secretary of the treas- 
ury, denied the Chernjakhovsk 
permission to enter San Fran- 
cisco Bay to make 
repairs 
Fowler said it was inimical to 
the best interests of the Unit- 
ed States. 


The Coast 
Guard said the 
ship would be permitted into 
Drake's Bay north of San Fran- 
cisco where American inspec- 
tors can verify whether piston 
rings are broken as claimed. 


International law requires the 
granting of sheltered waters to 
a ship claiming emergency trou- 
ble, for as long as necessary to 
learn whether there actually is 
a crisis. If there is, the next 
step would be up to the U.S. 
State Department, the Coast 
Guard said. 


The Chernjakhovsk is a traw- 
ler that has been serving as the 
mother ship for a Soviet fleet 
that has been fishing in interna- 
tional waters off the coasts of 
California and Oregon. 


It will probably be days be- 
fore the ship reaches Drake's 
Bay. 


There is bad weather offshore 
and worse in prospect, the Coast 
Guard said. 


Meanwhile, W. G. Saletic, 
president of the Congress of 
American Fishermen, said in a 
statement that "recent events 
have caused the CAF to con- 
clude the United States is in 
great danger." 


"Not only is the trawler fleet 
systematically wiping out our 
fishery, which may mean the 
difference 
between 
life and 
death for future American gen- 
erations, but the Russian ships 
are now believed to have en- 
gaged in even more sinister ac- 
tivities," he declard. 


The CAF said the March is- 
sue of Navy, the Navy League 
publication, declared that hom- 
ing devices of Russian manu- 
facturers are being discovered 
on the bottom at key spots off 
the West Coast. 


Such devices, the article said, 
would permit extremely accu- 
rate firing of ballistic missiles 
by submarine or ships.

Defense minister Y. B. Chavan 
has charged Pakistan with 14 
border violations since March 15

Step To China

WASHINGTON (AP) - 
U.S. 
officials were reported looking 
with renewed interest today at 
the possibility of opening diplo- 
matic relations with Mongolia, a 
pro-Soviet Communist 
country 
in central Asia bordering the 
Soviet Union and Red China. 


The move was proposed Mon- 
day 
by Senate 
Democratic 
Leader Mike Mansfield. He said 
it would help to ease interna- 
tional tensions and provide the 
United States with "a valuable 
listening post" at a strategic 
point of the rivalry beween Red 
China and the Soviet Union. 


The State Department was 
silent on Mansfield's proposal 
but policymakers are known to 
believe that it would work to 
U.S. advantage. However, the 
government of Nationalist China 
on Formosa has opposed U.S. 
recognition of Mongolia in the 
past. It regards that remote 
land as a part of China. 


The issue of U.S. nonrecogni- 
tion 
policy 
toward 
Mongolia 
arose in its sharpest form in 
1961 after the Soviet Union in- 
sisted that if the African coun- 
try of Mauritania was to be giv- 
en a seat in the United Nations 
Mongolia must be admitted at 
the same time. 


As a result U.S. diplomats in 
Moscow discussed 
recognition 
with Mongolian diplomats and 
found thai the Mongolian gov- 
ernment was agreeable to es- 
tablishing diplomatic relations.

Sets Up Scandals

underground recruiters of col- 
lege 
sports 
rationalize 
their 
work by proclaiming how "hum- 
anitarian" it is to get a young- 
ster a scholarship that will take 
him off the streets of Harlem 
or Pittsburgh's Hill district or 
Los Angeles' Watts area. 


"Most of these guys who hang 
around the kids," 
says Du- 
quesne University coach Red 
Manning, "aren't much better 
than pimps." 


Strong words. 
The contact men usually ap- 
proach players from econom- 
ically depressed areas of a city. 
The players often have low 
grades. In their zeal, the re- 
cruiters 
show the kids how 
rules will be broken for an ath- 
lete with talent. 


The next step, as the recent 
history of college basketball has 
proved: 
an 
approach 
by 
a 
gambler, a request to shave 
points from the final score, a 
scandal. 


How do you keep the kids 
away from the recruiting un- 
derground? 


"It's a difficult thing to po- 
lice," 
says 
Willard 
Fisher, 
whose Schenley High 
School 
team in Pittsburgh won t h e 
state championship this sea- 
son. "There are so many out- 
side tournaments after the sea- 
son, they actually bid for the 
better players." 


Invariably, 
the 
tournament 
teams have sponsors. 


"They are men who want to 
be on the inside for awhile," 
Fisher says. "They want their 
friends to see how important 
they are. They outfit the kids 
with uniforms and the winners 
usually get trophies or jackets." 


At some point when Fisher 
wasn't watching, a man named 
Herb 
(Hambone) 
Klein 
be- 
friended some of the Schenley 
players. He was seen at most 
of their games, and after the 
season sponsored the Schenley 
boys in postseason tournaments. 


"He has helped those kids a 
lot," y o u hear around Pitts- 
burgh. Klein is also talkative. 
He boasted to local newsmen 
that UCLA had shown interest 


in Ken Durrett, the star Schen- 
ley player (a junior), and had 
been in contact with the boy 
through Klein. 


"I can't watch them 24 hours 
a day," Fisher says. "I've seen 
Klein around and I 
checked 
him out and was told he was 
all right. He's been sponsoring 
those teams for a long time. 
How am I supposed to know 
about his private life?" 


If. Fisher, and coaches like 
him, could check the private 
lives of some of the men who 
consort 
with 
their 
players, 
they'd find that many of them 
are avid gamblers—and not just 
the $5 variety of bettor, either. 


The National Collegiate Ath- 
letic Association, after the last 
gambling 
scandal 
in 
college 
basketball, had the power to 
prohibit players of its college 
members from performing in 
summer leagues and unsanction- 
ed 
tournaments. 
The 
NCAA 
found out that many gamblers 
made initial contact with the 
players at resort areas where 
summer leagues were popular. 


The 
problem 
at 
the 
high 
school level is that it's impos- 
sible to legislate uniformly all 
all over the country on such 
potential trouble spots as post- 
season tournaments. And so the 
contact men, the bird dogs and 
the scouts, flourish more than 
ever. 


It says in the NCAA By-Laws, 
Article 6, Section 5, Sub-section 
E: 


"An institution may not pay 
any costs incurred by an ath- 
letic talent scout in studying or 
recruiting prospective 
student 
athletes. An institution may not 
place any such person on a fee 
or 
a 
honorarium 
basis 
and 
thereby claim him as a staff 
member and entitled to expense 
money." 


Such words are lost on Fred- 
die the Spook and his crowd. 


Dr. Jack Ramsey, the coach 
of St. Joseph's College in Phil- 
adelphia, has a theory. "May- 
be," he says, "the NCAA is too 
lenient in just handing out pro- 
bation 
(for recruiting 
viola- 
tions). Maybe the answer is to 
restrict these schools from com- 
petition." 


No competition, no money.
